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REMARKS 

Claims 1-20 were presented for examination. The final office action 
dated November 16, 2007 rejected claims 1-20. Applicant submitted an 
amendment and response to the final office action on January 16, 2008. In 
reply to the applicant's response, the Examiner issued an advisory action 
indicating that the amendment and response did not place the application into 
condition for allowance because newly added limitations "including the first 
card" in line 12 of claim 1 and "obtained from the received out-of-band signals" 
in line 14 of claim 1 raise new issues requiring search or reconsideration. 

On January 31, 2008, the applicant's undersigned representative 
telephoned Examiner Faroul to discuss the advisory action and to determine 
whether the applicant could remove the newly added limitations from the 
claims. In a subsequent telephone call, Examiner Faroul indicated that the 
applicant could submit another amendment (within the 6-month statutory 
deadline). Applicant's representative thanks Examiner Faroul for her time and 
courtesy. 

The advisory action indicated that the claim amendments in the 
applicant's January 16, 2008 response were not entered. Therefore, this paper 
reiterates those claim amendments, with the exception that the above- 
identified newly added limitations are no longer present in claim 1 . 
Specifically, this paper amends claims 1, 2, 6, 11, 14, and 16 and cancels 
claims 4, 5, 12, and 17. Claim 1 is, in effect, allowable claim 5 rewritten in 
independent form including intervening claim 4, claim 1 1 is allowable claim 12 
rewritten in independent form, and amended claim 14 is allowable claim 17 
rewritten in independent form. Claims 1-3, 6-11, 13-16, and 18-20 are 
pending in the application. 
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In addition, the applicant reiterates the arguments presented in its 
January 16 response, namely, those arguments in regard to overcoming the 
provisional double patenting rejection with the terminal disclaimer and 
overcoming the 103 rejections with these claim amendments. In view of the 
present claim amendments, the terminal disclaimer, and the reiterated 
arguments, applicant submits that the application is in condition for 
allowance and requests early favorable action by the Examiner.
